With  Bill  6660  in  the  House 
Ways  and  Means  Committee 
at  this  writing,  the  pressure  is 
on  the  State  College  System  of 
Massachusetts,  and  budget 
cutbacks  are  imminent.  The 
two  major  plans  of  action  being 
discussed  at  Fitchburg  State 
College  today  are  teacher 
terminations  and  a  two-month 
intermission  in  the  college's 
winter  session.  The  latter 
possibility,  of  course,  has  been 
a  source  of  much  controversy, 
and  has  spiked  adamant 
opposition  from  the  student 
body  here;  its  implimentation 
would  not  necessarily  cancel 
out  the  former;  thus,  even  if 
school  is  closed  until  March 
1st,  as  proposed,  no  guaran- 
tees can  be  made  that  teachers 
will  not  lose  their  jobs 
nevertheless. 

The  proposed  legislation  will 
require     that     Massachusetts 
State  Colleges  cut  their   new 
budgets  by  10%  ,  based  on  last 
year's   level   of  spending.    In 
view    of  the    fact    that    FSC's 
budget  was  very  low  last  year, 
the  amount  allocated  for  this 
year     will     be     ridiculously - 
inadequate     in     our     current 
situation.     Furthermore,     the 
projected  budget  for  this  year 
does  not  include  any  extras  for 
unforseen  expenses,  and  when 
even    this    lean    figure    is 
chopped,    there    will    be    an 
obvious   need    for   emergency 
measures  if  this  school  is  to 
keep  its  financial  head  above 
water.  In  essence,  then,  FSC's 
impressive     budgetary     track 
record   will   reap   no    rewards 
this  year,  while  those  numer- 
ous   other   state    colleges    (U 
Mass,    to    name    one)    whose 
spending  last  year  far  exceed- 
ed their  allocated  funds  will  be 
considered  for  more  additional 
funds    this    year,    and    even 
though  all  state  colleges  will 
be   affected    severely    by    the 
cutbacks,  Fitchburg  State  Col- 
lege will  be  especially  hard  hit. 
Although     FSC     has     not 
engaged  in  any  heavy  deficit 
spending,    the    high    cost    of 
energy  in  the  recent  past  has 
left  some  large  debits  in  the 
area  of  fuel  and  utilities,  and  it 
is     this     area     where     the 
administration  hopes  to  shave 
oTi  some  spending  this  winter 
by   shutting  operations   down 
here  until  March.  The  clerical 
staff  would  move  to  smaller, 
more     incorporated     quarters 
during  that  time,  the  unused 
dorms  and  out  buildings  would 
need  only  minimal  heating  and 
utilities,     and     these     energy 
saving  measures  are  presented 
as  a  means  of  cutting   down 
during  a  peak  load  period,  thus 
shrinking  costs  enough  to  save 
a  few  teacher's  jobs. 

According  ,to  Dr.  Lawrence 
A.  Quigley,  Executive  Vice 
President,  Fitchburg  State 
College  has  already  made 
concessions  to  the  shortage  of 
funding  that  was  anticipated 
state-wide  as  early  as  last 
year,  and  he  notes  that 
President  Hammond  did,  in- 
deed, begin  cutting  "at  the 
top"  in  the  administrative 
hierarchy,  and  thus  saved  an 
approximate  $25,000  per  year. 
FSC's  Dean  Merriam,  was 
granted  a  sabbatical  this  year, 


and  will  receive  halt  salary 
during  that  time;  this  move 
was  prompted  as  much  by 
financial  considerations  as  by  a 
genuine  wish  on  the  part  of 
Dean  Merriam  to  take  this  well 
earned  leave,  while  Dr.  Quig- 
ley, at  no  extra  salary,  fills  the 
vacant  shoes  of  the  academic 
dean. 

Other  colleges  in  this 
country  have  experienced  sim- 
ilar financial  difficulties,  and 
Dr.  Quigley  cited  Southern 
Illinois  University  as  an 
example  of  a  state  school 
where  as  many  as  80  instruc- 
tors were  removed  at  one  time. 
He  also  mentioned  that, 
despite  the  fact  that  the 
decisions  as  to  how  money  will 
be  saved  are  made  by  the 
administration  of  the  college, 
the  state  has  the  final  word. 
Shippensburg  State  College  in 
Edinboro,  Pennsylvania,  was 
ordered  by  the  state  to  drop 
several  teachers  from  the 
payroll.  The  college  president, 
moved  by  personal  and  aca- 
demic concerns,  refused  to  do 
so,  and  the  state  took  over. 

Allegedly,  the  following  day 
the  teachers  in  question 
received  their  termination 
notices,  and  the  president's 
resignation  was  "accepted'. 
These  analogies  are  typical, 
and  the  implications  are 
obvious,  but  the  message  is 
clear:  the  situation  is  not 
simple,  and  will  require  time, 
effort  and  dedication  on  the 
part  of  political  representa- 
tives in  the  Commonwealth, 
college  administrative  offi- 
cials, and  students  to  begin  to 
work  at  solutions. 

We  are  all  worried;  closing 
school  down  would  be  an 
inconvenience  many  of  us  do 
not  wish  to  face.  Who  will  hire 
a  student  drifting  about  for  a 
short  term  period  in  mid 
winter?  Off  campus  residents 
who  live  in  other  states  may 
experience  financial  strain  if 
forced  to  stay  an  additional  two 
months  this  spring.  Tuition  for 
out  of  state  students  has 
already  risen,  and  may  double, 
and  it  hardly  seems  realistic  to 
assume  that  it  could  be  raised 
much  higher.  Taxpayers  in 
Massachusetts  are  seriously 
overburdened,  many  state 
agencies  are  virtually  bank- 
rupt, and  unemployment  is  at 
an  all  time  high.  But  one 
wonders  whether  or  not  the 
closing  of  school  is  any  sort  of 
adequate  solution,  even  in 
part,  to  the  budget  problem 
just  now.  Usage  will  be  cut, 
but  not  stopped,  as  buildings 
must  be  heated  or  pipes  will 
freeze,  and  if  maintenance 
i  personnel  are  to  work  about 
campus  and  buildings,  they 
must  have  some  light,  heat 
and  water.  Also,  those  clerical 
help,  wherever  they  sit,  must 
be  paid,  despite  their  lack  of 
an  annual  raise,  and  those 
teachers  who  do  not  lose  their 
positions  must  still  receive 
their  salaries,  so,  how  much 
money  coula  possibly  be  saved 
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unwilling  to  toss  out  heretical 
figures,  so  we  will  not  quote 
any  here,  but  surely  the 
projected  savings  will  far 
exceed  the  actual  ones.

Fitchburg  State  College 
would  be  compelled  to  cut  its 
operational  costs  by  nine  per 
cent  if  H.6660  is  passed,  the 
Fitchburg  State  College  Edu- 
cation Association  (FSCEA) 
president  said  in  an  interview 
last  Thursday. 

Dr.  Douglas  Hebb,  presi- 
dent of  FSCEA  and  professor 
of  history  at  FSC,  said  that  the 
proposed  budget  cuts  "spell 
disaster"  for  the  college. 
"There  is  no  way  we  can 
continue  to  operate  at  present 
levels  with  those  kind  of  cuts," 
he  said. 

Appearing  calm  and  at  ease 
in  his  office,  Dr.  Hebb  spoke 
■for  about  45  minutes  about  the 
.dilemma  confronting  the 
school  .  and  what  he  hopes 
could  be  done  to  offset  the 
impending  disaster. 

"The  nine  per  cent  cut 
means  a  loss  of  $600,000.  We 
should  have  opted  for  the 
Governor's  budget.  It  would 
have  been  easier  to  swallow," 
he  added. 

The  Governor's  budget, 
House  1,  slashes  $150,000  off 
of  the  FSC  budget  whereas  the 
•House  Ways  and  Means 
Committee  budget,  H.6660, 
cuts      FSC's  budget      by 

$600,000. 

Asked  what  areas  will  be 
affected  by  the  cuts,  Hebb 
said:  "No  one  knows  for  sure 
where  the  cuts  will  be.  At 
present  we  are  existing  on  a 
day  to  day  basis." 

As  we  spoke  his  telephone 
rang  often.  Dr.  Hebb  is  in 
demand  these  days.  He  is 
dispensing  and  receiving  in- 
formation perpetually.  Some  of 
his  callers  revile  him  for 
statements  he  has  made,  but 
Dr.  Hebb  remains  undaunted. 
One  perceives  that  there  is  a 
lot  of  vitriolic  mud-slinging 
going  on. 

The  calls  prompted  me  to 
ask  what,  if  anything,  is  being 
done  by  local  state  representa- 
tives to  help  the  college. 
According     to     Hebb,     Rep. 


George  Bourque  (D-Fitchburg) 
introduced  legislation  in  the 
House  which  "sought  an 
additional  $142,000  more  than 
H.6660  recommended."  How- 
ever, the  other  Fitchburg 
representative,  Gerald  P.  Lom- 
bard (D-Fitchburg)  "saw  no 
need"  for  additional  money  to 
be  allotted  to  FSC,  and  the 
measure  was  defeated. 

"Lombard  did  not  want  new 
taxes,"  Dr.  Hebb  said.  "Bus- 
iness would  have  had  to  pay 
more  and  Lombard  did  not 
want  this,"  he  continued. 

The  issue  is  clearly  one  of 
higher  taxes  or  a  cutback  in 
services.  The  FSCEA  endorses 
the  move  for  higher  taxes. 

Hebb  said  that  Sen.  Robert 
Hall  (R-Fitchburg)  is  "yell- 
ing" and  "lecturing  to  us"  but 
is  not  listening.  "As  for 
Lombard,"  he  continued,  "he 
has  called  me  'idiotic'  ". 
Lombard  has  also  stated 
publicly  that  he  could  beat  Dr. 
Hebb  in  an  election  if  he  were 
to  run  on  a  "laundry  ticket." 

Asked  if  he  had  any  political 
aspirations,  Hebb  said,  "No,  I 
have  no  political  ambitions. 
My  highest  ambition  was  to 
become  a  college  professor 
and  it  has  been  realized." 

The  legislators  in  Boston 
have  had  a  "pretty  low  opinion 
of  us,"  he  pointed  out.  He 
added  that  there  was  no  one  to 
lobby  for  the  colleges  and 
thus,  "we  are  trying  to  create 
an  overnight  voice."  However, 
the  top  brass  in  Boston  is 
listening.  "We  are  much  up  in 
arms   about    these    cuts,"    he 


said. 

When  asked,  about  the 
measures  that  would  be 
implemented  at  FSC  if  H.6660 
is  passed  unamended,  Hebb 
said:  "The  school  will  most 
likely  be  shut  down  for 
January  and  February  and  an 
estimated  25  to  48  faculty 
members  may  lose  their  jobs." 
He  added  that  the  amount  of 
students  a  professor  taught 
would  be  used  to  determine 
who  will  go  and  who  will 
remain.  "The  rumor  around 
here  for  years  is  that  you  earn 
your  salary  if  you  have  100 
students,"  he  said. 

Programs  with  a  small 
student  population,  such  as 
Languages  and  Physics  will  be 
eliminated,,  according  to  Dr. 
Hebb.  "How  many  people  take 
physics?"  he  asked. 

Since  last  spring  Dr.  Hebb 
has  been  trying  to  "get  my 
hands  on"  contingency  plans. 
However  "rumors  and  conjec- 
tures" have  riddled  his 
attempts. 

Dr.  Hebb  anticipates  the 
budget  to  be  passed  into  law 
by  the  third  week  of  October. 
When  asked  what  he  will  do  in 
the  meanwhile,  Hebb  folded 
his  hands  above  his'bald  head, 
leaned  back  in  his  chair  and 
with  a  sigh  said,  "I'll  continue 
to  do  what  I've  been,  doing  all 
along." 

The  debate  in  the  House  is 
expected  to  be  a  long  and 
bitter  one.  For  those  of  us  who 
will  be  affected  the  wait  will  no 
doubt  be  an  excruciating  one.

SUministration 

The  All-College  Council,  the 
student's  and  faculty's  only 
viable  and  effective  voice 
which  places  them  on  an  equal 
level  with  the  administration, 
is  now  in  a  state  of  paralysis 
due  to  a  prolonged  stalemate 
between  the  faculty  and  the 
administration.  The  power  of 
the  All-College  Council  lies  in 
its  ability  to  consider  ANY  and 
ALL  matters  of  concern  to  the 
college  community.  It  is 
composed  of  representatives 
from  the  Administration, 
Faculty,  and  Student  Body, 
with  equal  votes  for  each 
faction. 

The  All-College  Council  was 
in  operation  less  than  a  month 
when  in  the  third  week  of 
October,  1974  the  faculty's 
representative  body  walked 
out.  The  faculty  was  vehe- 
mently outraged  by  the 
Administration's  screening  of 
matters  to  be  brought  before 
the  Council--a  direct  breach  of 
the     contract  agreement. 

Douglas  Hebb,  President  of 
the  Faculty  Association  added, 
"The  intent  of  the  Adminis- 
tration was  to  screen  or  block 
consideration  of  some  items 
proposed  by  the  faculty."  The 
administration  was  limiting 
the  powers  of  the  Council  and 
hoped  to  strip  it  of  the  ability 
to  review  any  and  all  matters 
concerning  the  college  com- 
munity. 

Since  the  faculty's  walk-out, 
the  ACC  has  tumbled  into  a 
state  of  inoperative  limbo.  As 
Dr.  Hebb  stated,  "If  the 
council  is  not  reinstated  the 
community  will  be  deficient; 
will  be  lacking  in  a  very 
essential  tool  to  it's  working 
smoothly." 

As  it  stands  now  the 
students  have  no  voice  in 
important  and  eminent  mat- 
ters such  as  the  proposed 
budget  cuts.  We  have  no 
recourse  but  to  write  to  our 
legislators  who  are  obviously 
not  keeping  quality  education 
in  mind,  or  assemble  en  masse 
in  front  of  Thompson  Hall  and 
release  frustrations. 

The  Administration  is  con- 
tinuing the  policy  of  paternal 
mollycoddling  of  the  student 
body.  Because  they  feared  the 
clout  that  the  union  of  the 
faculty  and  students  could 
bring  in  the  All-College 
Council,  they  took  it  upon 
themselves  to  screen  those 
matters  of  consideration  that 
the  Council  would  review. 
They  seem  to  feel  that  we,  the 
students,  should  have  no 
interest  or  concern  in  the 
workings  of  the  college  that 
affect  us  directly. 

The  majority  of  the  students 
on  campus  have  no  knowledge 
.of  the  situation.  This  only 
strengthens  the  Administra- 
tion's goals  of  polarizing  the 
students  from  the  faculty.  To 
quote  Dr.  Hebb,  "There  is 
nothing  like  the  feeling  of 
strength  that  comes  from 
working  together." 

The  Rhetoric  awaits  a 
response  from  the  Adminis- 
tration.

Dear  Editor; 

I  am  extremely  angry  with 
the  remarks  of  Professor 
Douglas  Hebb,  President  of 
the  Faculty  Association  as 
reported  in  the  local  press. 
Professor  Hebb's  statement 
that  I  refused  to  talk  with 
faculty  representatives  about 
the  budget  is  a  lie.  In  fact  I 
spoke  with  at  least  two 
professors  at  length  and 
accepted  a 'request  from  Dr. 
Goldman  to  meet  with  faculty 
on  Friday,  October  3. 

I  asked  Professor  Hebb, 
after  reading  of  his  remarks  in 
the  press,  why  he  failed  to 
personally  call  or  write  me  and 
he  said  he  didn't  have  time. 
When  I  explained  the  facts, 
and  expressed  resentment  at 
the  lie,  he  said  "well  Senator 
that's  the  heat  of  politics". 
Sure  the  Joe  McCarthy/ 
George  Wallace  school  of 
politics.  Frankly,  I  will  believe 
nothing  told  to  me  by  the 
Faculty  Association  while  it  is 
headed  by  a  man  who  will  tell 
deliberate  lies  to  prey  on 
student  fears.

Tell  them 
you're  from  another  school, 
U-Mass,  Human  Services  or 
the  other  programs  and  see  if 
they  are  "with"  them  also. 
Then  call  and  ask  if  they  are 
for  the  Governor's  tax  plan  to 
pay  the  bills! 

Like  other  Legislators  I  have 
been  working  with  the  Senate 
Ways  and  Means  Committee 
on  budgets  within  my  district. 
At  this  writing  I  am  hopeful 
that  the  Senate's  version  of  the 
F.S.C.  budget  will  be  $400,000 
higher  than  H-6660.  If  this 
happens,  it  won't  be  because 


of  my  clout,  or  pressure  stirred 
up  by  lies,  or  cheers  from 
students  for  Legislators  who 
pat  them  on  the  head  and  say 
reassuring  things,  but  because 
responsible  people  were  able 
to  convince  Ways  and  Means 
that  it  was  merited.

Dear  Students; 

The  form  letter  I  received 
from  Senator  Robert  Hall  and 
read  to  you  people  at  the  rally 
last  Tuesday,  September  31, 
shocked  many  of  us  into  anger. 
Robert  Hall  came  to  our 
campus  October  3,  last  Friday 
and  I  asked  him  about  the  form 
letter. 

He  replied  this  letter  was 
originally  made  up  for  Quinse- 
gamond  C.C.  when  they  were 
having  their  problems. 

He  confessed  the  letter 
never  should  have  been  sent 
out  to  our  school. 

Hall  continued  by  admitting 
he  does  agree  with  a  large 
percentage  of  the  letter. 

Stated  in  the  letter  a  cut  of 
$500  million  more  "must  be 
taken  from  the  present  budget. 
This  is  true  he  said.  The 
budget  is  decided  in  the 
summer  and  set  up  for 
September  1.  He  said  the 
budget  should  have  been 
figured  out  for  the  complete  12 
months  in  the  summer  when 
the  tax  increase  and  cuts 
would  have  been  less.  Too 
much  time  was  wasted  and  an 
8  month  budget  must  now  be 
figured  out.  In  consequence, 
the  cuts  must  now  be  larger. 

"If  the  cuts  weren't  made 
legally,  required  raises  given 
to  state  employees,  welfare, 
elderly,  blind  and  disabled 
would  have  a  deficit  of  $1.2 
billion.  He  continued  that  ' 
would  increase  income  taxes 
from  5  —  12%  or  3  cents  to  17 
cents  on  the  dollar  in  sales  tax. 
(form  letter  para.  #3) 

There  is  no  plan  to  raise  this 
1.2  billion.  You  can't  just  use 
those  two  taxes,  income  and 
sales  taxes,  to  raise  the  money 
for  all  the  required  govern- 
ment raises.  You  have  to 
spread  that  deficit  over  all  the 
taxes. 

He  stated  the  tuition  raise  of 
$2,000  everyone  would  vote  for 
if  they  had  the  choice,  is  a  true 
statement.  Not  that  he  agrees 
with  it,  he  said,  "People  are 
concerned  about  themselves 
.and  their  pocketbooks." 

Fiscal  autonomy  which  FSC 
has  means,  the  government 
gives  the  college  a  budget.  The 
college  spends  it  whatever  way 
they  want  to,  except  they  are 
limited  to  the  amount  of  jobs 
they  can  offer.  This  is 
something  the  college  has 
fought  for,  he  said. 

"I  am  amazed  at  students 
acting  like  old  line  politicians, 
saying  in  effect,  "don't  cut  us, 
increase  the  cuts  among  the 
sick,  elderly,  disabled,  poor, 
blind,  mentally  ill,  and  the 
retarded!"  This  is  the  last  line 
of  the  form  letter  and  Robert 
Hall  said  it  was  a  "Frustration 
Line,"  where  he  was  upset 
because  everyone  was  trying 
to  cut  everyone  elses  budgets 
to  save  their  own.

EDITORIAL 

Futility 


Anamadversion 


The  quality,  and  even  the  very  existence  of  our  education  is 
being  threatened  seriously  by  the  proposed  teacher  terminations 
now  being  considered  as  a  solution  to  the  financial  problems  of 
the  state  of  Massachusetts  at  Fitchburg  State  College.  We  must 
not  be  silent,  secure  in  the  "Everything  always  works  out.." 
pablum  of  the  past,  nor  should  we  succumb  to  useless 
name-calling,  weary  protests  at  blank  walls,  or  all  the  usual 
disorganized,  misinformed  unreasonable  rioting  of  the  irate 
college  student.  We  must  find  out  what  is  going  on,  how  it  affects 
us  and  what  we  can  do  about  it.  This  involves  time  and  effort  and 
some  active  caring  about  issues  and  answers,  but  when  the  ball  is 
passed  to  each  of  us,  we  must  ultimately  catch  and  toss  it  or  be 
out  of  the  game  for  good. 

If  we  lost,  say,  Vi  of  our  teaching  faculty  (and  this  is  not  an 
unrealistic  view)  FSC  would  be  in  serious  academic  trouble. 
Whole  curriculums  could  be  lost  from  the  school;  a  student's 
degree  could  become  invalid  months  before  he  receives  it;  the 
entire  structure  of  the  college  could  be  seriously  undermined. 

Any  4-vear  institution  of  higher  learning  should  be  aimed  at 
creating  an  atmosphere  of  learning  as  well  as  offering  a  full  circle 
of  instructional  opportunities  to  its  students.  Obviously,  courses 
are  taught  by  teachers  and  teachers  must  be  paid,  and  we  all 
know  that  costs  are  rising  for  everyone  in  this  inflated  economy. 
But  that  is  not  to  assume  that  this  is  a  hopeless  cause,  nor  that  it 
is  i  purposeless  one.  To  raise  the  cultural  level  of  a  nation  is  the 
ultimate  goal  of  a  college  education;  to  get  people  off  Welfare  and 
into  the  world  to  offer  hope  and  a  fuller  appreciation  of  life  to 
everyone  through  education  is  the  real  reason  for  the  existence  of 
the  relatively  inexpensive  state  colleges  of  today.  And  yet  tuitions 
are  rising,  teachers  face  losing  their  jobs,  and  students  stand 
bewildered  beside  empty  pocketbooks  and  dreamless  futures. 

Are  there  not  ways  to  save  money  in  this  state  without  cutting 
corners  that  will  damage  an  entire  structure?  Are  we  really  so 
crass  to  suggest  that  Welfare  is  still  an  uncontrolled  monster 
eating  up  our  paychecks?  Of  course,  a  humane  society  wishes  to 
support  its  aged. .its  infirm,  its  disabled,  but  enough  is  enough, 
and  it  cannot  be  stressed  often  enough,  despite  its  apparent, 
redundancy.  We  know  there  is  corruption... but  who  shall  route  it 
out?  We  all  throw  up  our  hands  in  despair  and  disillusionment. 
But  we  all  learn  the  petty  ways  oi  deceit  early,  and  open  our  own 
pockets  to  the  gold  of  the  heretofore  hated  establishment  when 
the  opportunity  presents  itself.  There  is  no  call  here  for 
selfrighteousness,  but  rather  a  challenge  for  honesty  and 
observation  and  perhaps  a  few  ideas.  What  can  we  do? 

For  example:  I  would  rather  sit  in  a  less  than  sauna 
temperature  in  a  classroom,  and  would  not  object  to  wearing  a 
sweater  or  coat  during  very  cold  weather  than  lose  the  instructor 
of  that  class  simply  because  there  is  no  money  to  pay  him.  Also, 
carpets  and  new  equipment  are  very  nice,  but  why  should  money 
be  so  easily  obtained  for  such  non-necessity  items,  and 
unavailable  for  education  itself?

Since  as  many  as  40  teachers 
could  be  "laid-off",  and  no 
one  knows  who  will  be  exiting, 
the  looks  on  the  faces  of 
several  teachers  were  soberly 
discouraging.  No  doubt  some 
of  them  were  experiencing  for 


the  first  time  what  it  means  to 
get  the  shaft. 

One  is  tempted  to  call  our 
elected  leaders  in  Boston 
irrational,  unscrupulous  or 
ignorant,  or  any  combination 
of  each.  By  advocating  out- 
rageous budget  cuts  they 
threaten  to  undermine  the  very 
quality  of  our  education.  As  if 
the  tuition  were  not  enough, 
they  have  now  proposed  a 
budget  that  leaves  Fitchburg 
State  nine  per  cent  shy  of  its 
own  cost  projection  for  the 
coming  year. 

So  while  the  children  of  our 
elected  brass  speed  away  to 
exclusive  private  schools,  we 
here  face  the  prospect  of  cold 
classrooms,  deleted  majors 
and  a  cutback  in  services. 

What  can  we  do?  Mass 
rallies  and  demonstrations 
have  seldom  failed.  Confront- 
ing local  representatives  could 
help,  albeit  one  must  remem- 
ber that  the  objectives  of  these 
men  are  almost  invariably 
contaminated  with      self- 

interest  and  those  of  big 
business.  Still,  let  us  continue 
to  pressure  them;  who  knows, 
we  may  get  some  action.

People  try  to  plan  vacations  to 
some  degree.  Maybe  it  would 
be  and  exaggeration  to  say 
that  plans  eight  months  in  the 
future  would  be  drastically 
changed.  What  of  plans  that 
weren't  made  for  an  un- 
expected two  months  lay-off? 
For  some  it  will  be  two  months 
of  staying  at  home  at  the 
expense  of  staying  in  school 
during  June.  If  you  had  plans 
for  the  spring  semester  break 
you  can  scratch  them  too. 

The  simple  truth  is  a  change 
in  the  schedule  of  this 
magnitude  will  affect  the 
student  body  more  than  the 
administration  is  anticipating. 
Such  a  revision  should  be 
announced  now  for  the  1976-77 
school  year.  It  is  not  the 
answer  now.  How  much  would 
a  sudden  two  month  lay-off 
affect  vou?

Last  May,  the  Common- 
wealth of  Massachusetts  -  yes, 
our  state  -  granted  Fitchburg 
State  College  $85,000  for  the 
purchase  of  media  software, 
i.e.  films,  slides  or  tapes, 
through  the  State  College 
Capital      Outlay  Program 

(SCCOP). 

Mr.  Casey,  head  librarian  at 
FSC,  sent  a  letter  to  each 
faculty  member  in  May  in- 
forming them  about  the  grant. 
An  announcement  concerning 
SCCOP  was  also  made  at  the 
department  chairmen's  me- 
eting in  May.  The  faculty 
submitted  requests  for  soft- 
ware to  Dr.  DeNike,  chairman 
of  Instructional  Media,  which 
he  filled  until  all  the  money- 
was  allocated  from  the  one- 
time grant. 

So,  what  does  this  mean?  It 
means  there  is  a  wealth  of 
films,  slides,  tapes  and  film- 
strips  available  for  student 
use.  The  topics  range  from 
"History  of  Photography"  to 
"Principles  of  Atomic  Absorp- 
tion" and  "Remedial  Reading 
Tachistoscopic  Laboratory"  to 
"The  Chest:  It's  Signs  & 
Sounds". 

As  yet,  the  software  has  not 
been  catalogued.  To  find  out 
what  is  available,  get  in 
contact  with  the  professor  of 
the  subject  in  which  you  are 
interested.  If  your  professor 
ordered  SCCOP  materials  and 
they  are  not  available  in  their 
office,  go  to  the  Film  Library 
located  on  the  third  floor  of  the 
Library/Student  Union  build- 
ing and  sign  out  what  you  want 
there  with  your  student  I.D. 
card. 

The  software  can  be  re- 
viewed on  a  limited  basis  in 
Edgerly,  room  106,  or  pro- 
jectors and  tape  recorders  may 
be  signed  out  for  1  to  2  days. 
Since  the  Instructional  Media 
Center  in  Edgerly  is  in  the 
process  of  moving  to  the  new 
Industrial  Arts  building,  it  is 
wise  to  reserve  the  equipment 
a  week  in  advance. 

Ask  your  professors  what 
materials  they  ordered.  The 
tapes,  slides  and  filmstrips  are 
available.  Let's  use  them.

'It's  rotten.  It's  unfair.' 

'First  they  raise  tuition.  Then 
they  threaten  to  cut  our  faculty 
and  funding.  Now  they  want  to 
keep  us  in  school  'til  the  end  of 
June.    What   next?-paperback 

textbooks?  -  peanut  butter 
sandwiches  in  the  cafeterias?  - 
penny-a-sheet  tissue  paper  in 
the  Johns?' 

Fitchburg  State  students  vo- 
calized their  opinions  to  the 
Rhetoric  on  the  state's  recent 
proposal  for  a  two-month 
winter  vacation,  and  most 
turned  their  thumbs  down  on 
this  one. 

Perhaps  they  are  sick  of  all 
the  cutbacks  that  have  already 
been  made,  or  perhaps  it's  the 
first  time  that  students  have 
ever  felt  the  state  financial 
pinch  in  a  personal  way.  But  in 
any  case,  they  are  vehemently 
opposed,  unanimously,  to  this 
proposal. 

The  overriding  fear  is  that 
they  will  not  be  able  to  get  the 

summer    jobs    they     need;

will  beat  them  to  what  few  jobs 
there  are  to  be  had.  Secondly, 
students  see  the  extra  month 
in  June  as  an  additional  month 
in  which  they  will  have  to  pay 
rent  on  their  apartments. 

Frank  Harmison,  21,  a  junior 
majoring  in  Industrial  Arts 
said,  'Instead  of  cutting  back, 
every  state  employee  including 
the  governor  should  take  a 
payroll  cut.' 

"The  reason  for  all  this  is  that 
there  is  not  enough  money 
because  unemployment  is  so 
high--13  per  cent.  If  these 
people  were  employed,  it' 
would  supply  the  state  with  an 
eighth  more  income.  When  the 
unemployment  goes  down,  the 
government  officials  can  get 
their  pay  back.  You  would  sort 
of  kill  two  birds  with  one 
stone.' 

Kathy  McAuliffe,  20,  a  junior 
majoring  in  Special  Ed.  of- 
fered, 'It's  a  month  less  work 
and  a  mo^th  xtra  work.  I  have 
planned  a  summer  job  that 
starts    after    Memorial    Day. 


We'll  be  lucky  if  we 'can  stay 
an  extra  month  in  our 
apartment.' 

'I  think  if  this  sort  of  thing 
happened,  then  classes  in 
June  could  be  optional,'  she 
added. 

Tom  Kelly,  21,  a  junior 
majoring  in  Early  Childhoqd 
said,  'I  don't  like  it.  It  will  ruin 
the  possibility  of  getting  a 
summer  job  for  a  lot  of 
students.  It's  going  to  be  an 
extra  month's  rent.' 

When  asked  if  he  could  offer 
any  alternate  solutions  to  the 
financial  crisis,  Kelly  said,  'I 
think  if  we  had  some  decent 
politicians,  it  would  straighten 
things  out.' 

Lisa  Vitiello,  19,  a  sophomore 
majoring  in  Special  Ed.  said, 
'I'll  never  get  out  of  school.  I 
want  to  get  my  school  over 
with.  If  I  get  out  that  late, 
somebody  will  have  taken  my 
summer  job.  It's  a  bad  idea.' 

Sheila  Kennedy,  18,  a  fresh- 
man majoring  in  Medical 
Technology     said,     'After     a 


two-month  layover,  I  won't  be 
able  to  study.  It  wilt  be  like 
coming  back  to  school  after  a 
summer  vacation.  I  guess  they 
have  to  do  it,  though,  but  I 
don't  think  they  will  gain  much 
by  it.' 

Tom  Comiskey,  19,  a  soph- 
omore Elementary  Ed.  major 
said, 'It  might  hurt  getting  a 
summer  job.  It  (the  winter 
vacation)  is  a  long  layoff.  It 
might  hurt  when  you  have  to 
come  back  and  study.  I  don't 
see  how  it  will  resolve  the 
problem.' 

'The  money  they  will  save 
won't  be  significant.  Also,  I 
don't  know  what  that  will  do 
for  the  intersession.  I'd  be 
willing  to  pay  a  tuition 
increase,  but  if  a  S200-S300 
increase  brings  me  9-14  per 
cent  less,  then  I  shouldn't  be 
coming  here.  I  feel  pretty 
strongly  about  that,'  he  added.

Too  much  TV 
robs  people

(CPS)  —  Losing  the  ability 
lo  dream  can  mean  a  lowering 
of  one's  self-esteem  and  the 
villian  may  be  too  many  hours 
in  front  of  a  television  set, 
according  to  a  study  by  the 
Australian  National  University 
Center  for  Continuing  Educat- 
ion. 

The  report  warns  that 
excessive  television  watching 
may  not  only  alienate  the 
viewer  from  society  but  also 
seems  to  stimulate  impulsive, 
aggressive  behavior. 

The  report  also  suggested 
that  losing  the  ability  to  dream 
can  lead  to  a  confused  sense  of 
identity  and  momentary  for- 
getfulness.  Television  prog- 
rams, especially  those  in  color, 
appear  to  be  a  cause  of  the 
increasing  use  of  tranquilizers 
and  barbituates,  the  report 
concluded.

However,  once  in  a  great 
while,  such  a  role,  as 
"bench-warmer",  is  delegated 
to  a  resilient  soul,  capable  of 
genuine  enthusiasm  and  un- 
selfishness, ;who  does  not 
perceive  her  position  as 
valueless.  Her  name  is  Jane 
Hiscox,  substitute  player  on 
F.S.C.  women's  field  hockey 
team.

Q.  Are  you  disappointed  in 
being  a  substitute? 


A.  "No,  all  I  really  cared 
about  was  just  to  make  the 
team.  I  didn't  think  I'd  play 
first  string  because  the  kids 
playing  first  string  are  really 
good.  So  I'm  not  really 
disappointed." 

Q.  How  do  you  see  your  role 
as  substitute? 

A.  "Like  a  morale  booster  - 
to  cheer  them  on.  Just  to  know 
that  somebody's  out  there,  it 
helps  us  to  try  harder.  Today 
was  the  first  game  I  played  in. 
I  feel  much  better  when 
somebody's  yelling  on  the 
sideline,  whether  the  play  is 
right  or  wrong,  it  means  that 
somebody's  paying  attention." 

Q.  Do  you  ever  wish  that 
someone  would  get  hurt  so 
that  you  can  play  regularly? 

A.  "Nope,  because  I've  seen 
too  many  kids  get  badly  hurt 
and  I  wouldn't  wish  that  on 
anybody.  Sometimes  I  wish  I 
was  out  there  when  I  see 
things  go  wrong  so  that  I  can 
help  them.  I'm  very  team- 
minded.  Sometimes  I  may  not 
act  that  way  on  the  field,  but 
that's  how  I  really  feel  deep 
down." 

Q.  Do  you  prefer  being  a 
wing? 

A.  "As  long  as  I  get  in  a 
game  and  do  a  good  job  I  don't 
really  care  what  position  I  play 


and  will  tell  her  (coach  Anne 
Fournier)  if  I'm  not  capable." 

Q.  Do  you  have  any  idols,  or 
people  you  look  up  to  in  the 
world  of  sports? 

A.  "I  really  don't  have  any 
idols,  believe  it  or  not.  I  give 
credit  to  them  because  of  the 
dedication     and     sacrifice     it 
takes  to  get  to  the  top.  I  really 
don't    call    myself  an    athlete 
because    I'm    really    not    that 
good.

In  light  of  the  origin  of  the  Student  Activity  funds  and  its  basic 
purposes  it  is  the  goal  of  the  Student  Government  Association  to 
prevent  the  abusive  use,  misappropriation,  or  illegitimate  usage 
of  said  funds  which  are  annually  allotted  to  college  activities  by 
the  Student  Government  in  conjunction  with  the  College. 
Therefore,  the  1975-76  Student  Government  Association  in  such 
effort  declares  the  following  categories  as  inappropriate  use  of 
Student  Activity  funds: 

1.  Purchase  of  subscriptions 

2.  Any  expense  of  food  as  a  travel  item 

3.  For  the  direct  funding  of  a  credited  course 

4.  For  the  purchase  or  maintenance  of  college  property 

Monies  will  therefore  not  be  allotted  for  any  of  the 
aforementioned  items  or  facsimiles. 

SUBSCRIPTIONS: 

Provision  for  subscriptions  for  a  special  interest  is  annually 
made  with  the  library.  Upon  recognition  of  an  established  need  or 
interest  the  library  should  be  consulted. 
FOOD: 

The  purchase  of  food  as  a  travel  item  is  seen  as  abuse  of 
Student  Funds.  For  the  purpose  of  consistency  and  correction, 
food  shall  be  an  expense  incurred  to  another  source  (personal, 
etc.). 
CREDIT  COURSE: 

Student  Activity  funds  should  not  be  used  for  the  funding  of 
any  credited  course.  Past  precedent  does  not  establish  just  right, 
therefore,  the  Student  Government  Association  does  not  believe 
in  the  use  of  Student  Funds  for  the  financing  of  academic 
courses. 
COLLEGE  PROPERTY: 

Student  Funds  shall  not  be  used  for  the  specific  purchase  of 
property  used  for  an  accredited  course.  College  property  may  be 
defined  as  items  which  should  not  or  are  not  purchasable  after 
use  by  the  student.

7)  If  the  Inter-Club  Financial  Committee  is  unable  to  reach 
agreement  within  the  specified  time  and  has  forfeited  financial 
perogative  consistent  with  #6,  then  this  shall  also  entail  financial 
consequences  of  the  allotments  decided  upon  by  the  Student 
Government  Association.  Each  club/organization  shall  be  fined

with  membership,  accomplishments,  contributions  to  the 
campus,  etc. 

Article  IV.  Amendments 

This  agreement  is  subject  to  review  and  revocation  by  the 
Student  Government  Association  as  well  as  amended  by  a  vote  of 
the  Student  Government  Association  Council. 

STUDENT  GOVERNMENT  ASSOCIATION  GRANT  POLICY 

The  Student  Government  Association  of  Fitchburg  State 
College  in  our  desire  to  encourage  independent  student  research 
and  to  foster  the  academic  and  the  cultural  growth  of  Fitchburg 
State  College  do  hereby  create  a  Student  Grant  Fund. 

Article  I.  Purpose

INTER-CLUB  FINANCIAL  COMMITTEE 

Article  I.  Membership 

The  Inter-Club  Financial  Committee  shall  be  comprised  of  one 
representative  member  of  each  existing  club/organization,  as 
recognized  by  the  Student  Government  Association.  This 
representative  to  be  either  the  club/organization  president  or 
treasurer.  The  Student  Government  Association  treasurer  shall 
be  chairman  and  an  official  member.  Membership  shall  include 
clubs/organizations  designated  as  special  interest,  minority, 
organizations  of  academic  majors,  etc.  Membership  shall  exclude 
the  college  newspaper  and  yearbook. 

Article  II.  Purpose 

The  Inter-Club  Financial  Committee  is  established  for  the 
purpose  of  democratically  appropriating  annually  the  inter-club 
financial  allotment,  as  membership  is  determined  by  the  Student 
Government  Association,  to  the  Fitchburg  State  College 
clubs/organizations  in  accordance  with  membership  as 
designated     in     Article     I.      Final     allotments     to  each 

club/organization  will  be  determined  by  cooperative  effort  and 
voting  of  the  Inter-Club  Financial  Committee  in  accordance  with 
this  agreement.  Since  this  purpose  is  recognized  as  a  single 
annual  event  the  nature  of  this  committee  is  seen  to  be  ad  hoc. 

Article  III.  Financing 

1)  Total  financial  allotment  for  dissemination  by  the  Inter-Club 
Financial  Committee  shall  be  determined  by  the  Student 
Government  Association. 

2)  All  financial  decisions  made  by  the  Inter-Club  Financial 
Committee  shall  be  held  accountable  to  the  Student  Government 
Association  Financial  Committee  and  be  consistent  with  Student 
Government  Association  financial  policies. 

3)  All  clubs/organizations  of  the  Inter-Club  Financial 
Committee  must  submit  in  writing  itemized  requests  for  funding 
to  the  Student  Government  Association  all  copies  adequate  for 
each  member  of  the  Inter-Club  Financial  Committee  one  week  in 
advance  prior  to  the  first  funding  meeting  of  the  Inter-club 
Financial  Committee. 

4)  Ten  percent  of  the  total  allotment  of  the  Inter-Club  Financial 
Committee  monies  must  be  left  unallotted  for  the  purpose  of 
funding  new  organizations  second  semester  and  for  the 
possibilities  of  overspending. 

5)  Of  the  amount  allotted  each  club/organization,  as  decided 
by  the  Inter-Club  Financial  Committee,  only  half  of  the  total 
amount  may  be  spent  by  each  organization  first  semester,  unless 
special  consent  is  granted  by  the  Student  Government 
Association  Financial  Committee. 

6)  If  the  Inter-Club  Financial  Committee  is  unable  to  reach 
agreement  as  to  delineating  amounts  among  themselves  to  each 
club  or  organization  consistent  with  membership  in  two  weeks 
time,  then  the  financial  perogative  of  the  Inter-Club  Financial 
Committee  is  forfeited.  This  duty  will  then  be  the  responsibility 
of  the  Student  Government  Association. 


1)  The  project  should  have  academic,  cultural  or  social  merits 
which  would  benefit  the  participant/participants  as  well  as  add  to 
the  general  welfare  of  the  college. 

2)  The  project  and  the  funds  desired  for  the  project  must  be 
deemed  acceptable  and  voted  upon  by  the  Student  Government 
Association  Council. 

3)  The  Student  Government  Association  Council  reserves  the 
right  to  determine  the  amount  of  funds  and  to  decide  upon  the 
manner  in  which  the  funds  shall  be  delegated. 

4)  The  requested  project  and  funds  must  be  passed  by  a 
majority  vote  of  the  Council. 

5)  The  project  and  the  allotted  funds  are  subject  to  review  by 
the  Dean  of  Students  and  the  President  of  the  College. 

Article  IV.  Responsibilities 

As  the  fund  has  been  created  to  promote  education,  the 
participants  must  share  the  information  that  they  learn  via  the 
Student  Grant  Fund.  The  participant/participants  are  required  to 
prepare  a  report,  workshop,  or  whatever  instructional  procedure 
they  prefer  and  present  their  experience  to  the  Student 
Government  Association  Council,  or  to  whatever  group/groups 
would  benefit  the  most  from  the  information. 

MASSACHUSETTS  STATE  STUDENT  ASSOCIATION 

PURPOSES: 

1.  To  protect  the  rights  of  students  in  the  Massachusetts  State 
College  System. 

2.  To  monitor  legislative  affairs  and  to  lobby  on  the  behalf  of 
the  students. 

3.  To  provide  para-legal  services  for  the  students  of  the 
association. 

4.  To  act  as  a  resource  and  information  center  for  students  and 
student  governments  in  the  association. 

5.  To  work  for  the  improvement  of  the  curriculum  and  to 
upgrade  the  level  of  education  in  the  System. 

ORGANIZATION: 

This  Association  will  operate  with  three  committees  of  its  own 
and  in  conjunction  with  the  committees  of  the  Board  of  Trustees 
with  the  Student  Advisory  Commission  acting  as  directors. 

The  three  committees  shall  be: 

1.  Committee  on  Legislative  Affairs 

2.  Committee  on  Legal  Services 

3.  Committee  on' Resources  and  Information 

Committee  membership: 

Each  Advisory  Commission  representative  shall  recruit  at  least 
five  students  from  their  campus  to  serve  on  the  committees  of  the 
Association  and  of  the  Board.  Each  committee  of  the  Association 
shall  elect  a  chairperson  and  a  recorder. 

Duties  of  Chairperson: 

1.  Preside  over  all  meetings. 

2.  Report  to  the  Student  Advisory  Commission  at  least  once  a 
month. 

3.  Shall  be  responsible  for  the  operation  of  their  committees. 

4.  Shall  bring  before  the  committee  all  matters  within  its 
jurisdiction.

As  policies  are 
ratified  or  discarded,  there  will 
be  more  and  more  of  a  clearer 
picture  of  the  responsibilities 
of  the  campus  center  director." 

He  also  believes  that  "now 
those  responsibilities  are 
weighted  in  tradition."  He 
explained  that  "certain  re- 
sponsibilities and  duties  have 
been  assigned  in  the  absence 
of  a  director;  assigned  and 
held  for  years." 

Rebillard  commented  that  as 
the  campus  center  expands 
"more  responsibility  will  be- 
come apparent  and  will  be 
assigned  to  the  director." 

Rebillard  sees  himself  as  the 
person  that  is  responsible  for 
setting  the  philosophical  base 
for  which  programs,  activities 
and  attitudes  develop  within 
the  campus  center.  "I  am  the 
interpreter  of  student,  faculty 
and  staff  concerns,  attempting 
to  balance  the  three  in  an 
effort  to  provide  the  best 
possible  community  center." 

Money  is  an  essential 
element  in  society,  that  fact  no 
one  need  emphasize,  but  when 
one  discusses  an  organization 
the  question  of  money  subse- 
quently comes  up.  The  $15  fee 
each  student  paid  in  the  fall 
went  towards  the  budget  but 
the  budget  is  not  yet  complet- 
ed.   The  Student   Government 


Association  (S.G.A.)  and  other 
people  of  the  campus  com- 
munity worked  out  the  budget 
last  year. 

Unusual  as  the  building  is  so 
was  the  budget  making  pro- 
cess. They  first  asked  them- 
selves "What  do  we  want  to 
do?"  and  then  attached  dollar 
figures  to  those  things.  Rebill- 
ard said,  "Instead  of  saying 
we  need  this  much  money  and 
this  is  what  we  want  to  do  with 
it,  we  worked  completely  in 
reverse."  Mr.  Rebillard  be- 
lieves this  budget  is  a  flexible 
one  and  one  which  is  subject  to 
change." 

Our  new  building  is  not  yet 
problem  free.  I  asked  Mr. 
Rebillard  about  some  of  these 
problems  and  set-backs. 

When  questioned  about  the 
bar  or  ratskellar,  Mr.  Rebillard 
explained,  "There  are  two 
problems  with  the  bar.  One, 
there  is  no  furniture,  and  the 
other  is,  there  is  no  license." 

The  first  is  not  a  major 
problem,  but  admittedly,  one 
cannot  open  a  bar  without  a 
license.  The  license  was 
applied  for  and  passed  the 
Fitchburg  board  but  was 
refused  by  the  Alcoholic 
Beverage  Commission.  It  was 
refused  because  the  name  of 
the  company  applying  was 
incorrectly  listed.  The  Com- 
mission requires  that  the 
original  proposal  go  through 
the  entire  procedure  again. 
Due  to  this  the  bar  was  not 
able  to  open  but  it  will 
hopefully  open  soon. 

The  perplexing  problem  of 
which  offices  will  be  located  in 
the  Student  Union  and  how 
one  can  get  to  use  the  meeting 
rooms  is  complex. 

Mr.  Rebillard  stated,  "the 
organizational  design  of  the 
building  was  to  include  at  least 
three  student  offices  that  were 
to  be  located  on  the  basement 
level.  Those  three  offices, 
which  I  understand,  but  have 
never  seen  anything  in  writ- 
ing, were  for  the  publishing 
organizations  (Rhetoric,  the 
yearbook  and  possibly  Scrim- 
shaw), for  S.G.A.,  and  for 
Cultural  Events.  A  fourth 
meeting  room  was  to  be  for 
seminar  space." 

The  GR  rooms,  which  are 
the    meeting    rooms    in    the 


building,  are  also  under 
question.  At  present  some  are 
being  used  as  classrooms 
because  of  the  new  Fine  Arts 
and  IA  buildings  inabilty  to 
open.  Mr.  Rebillard  said, 
"These  rooms  are  primarily 
meeting  rooms  schedulable  for 
all  people,  all  elements  of  the 
community  according  to  the 
normal  process  of  scheduling 
handled  through  Dr.  Keane's 
office.  Any  recognized  student 
organization,  administrative 
unit  or  faculty  group  has  the 
option  of  reserving  the  facili- 
ties." 

Rebillard  continued,  "I  was 
very  apprehensive  that  we 
would  open  with  furniture  that 
we  really  stole  from  all  over 
campus.  I  thought  that  stu- 
dents would  be  more  than 
disappointed  to  come  back  to 
see  the  same  stuff.  But,  I  think 
there  has  been  famine  around 
her  for  so  long  that  most 
people  were  happy.  I  would 
like  very  much  to  see  the  rest 
of  the  furniture  come  in,  to  see 
the  space  allocation  thing 
resolved  and  the  budget 
approved  so  we  can  move  onto 
the  programs  and  activities 
that  I  think  are  necessary 
elements  in  the  campus 
center." 

When  asked  if  he  considered 
the  building  a  success  Rebil- 
lard said,  "I  think  it  is 
successful;  just  fine  to  have 
300  to  400  students  together, 
maybe  not  knowing  each 
other,  but  within  reach  of  one 
another  in  the  cafeteria.  The 
games  area  is  functioning.  The 
fact  that  there  is  a  quiet 
lounge,  the  opening  of  the 
gallery  with  the  first  student 
exhibition  around  the  first  of 
the  month  and  the  information 
desk,  are  all  those  things  that  I 
am  happy  with.  And,  I  think 
for  the  most  part  the  students 
are  happy  also,  although  I 
don't  think  they  feel  they  are 
getting  their  money's  worth 
just  yet.  I  feel  quilty  about  it; 
and  whether  that  is  real  or 
imagined  I  am  not  sure.  There 
is  so  much  more  that  we  will  be 
able  to  do  as  time  goes  on.  It 
will  just  take  time  to  get 
started."

If  you  are  a  bulletin  board  or  a  devout  admirer  of  them  it  might 
be  wise  to  glance  at  the  following  bits  of  bureaucratic  regulations. 

I  BULLETIN  BOARD  POLICIES 

1.  Anyone  wanting  to  put  up  a  sign,  announcement,  etc.  must 
leave  it  in  the  Student  Government  Office  to  be  stamped  (notices 
that  are  not  stamped  will  come  down)  and  put  up  by  Public 
Relations  Committee.  This  Committee  will  put  up  posters  in: 
Thompson,  Behavioral  Sciences,  Edgerly,  Science  Building, 
Campus  Center,  Parkinson  Gym,  and  Industrial  Arts  Building. 
Announcements  will  be  put  up  no  sooner  than  two  weeks  before 
the  event. 

2.  If  the  sign  is  to  be  run  off  on  a  master,  the  master  must  be 
approved  before  being  run  off. 

3.  Announcements,  signs  and  notices  may  be  no  larger  than  14  x 
15  inches,  (Posters  any  larger  will  not  be  put  up)  Notices  for 
wanted,  for  sales,  or  rent,  baby  services,  repair  services,  etc. 
must  be  on  3  x  5  index  cards  (all  are  to  be  dated  when  put  up). 

4.  Ride  notices  are  to  be  placed  only  on  the  Ride  Board,  located 
on  the  Ground  Floor  Campus  Center. 

5.  The  Administrative  and  Departmental  Boards  are  not  to  be 
used  by  the  students. 

6.  Posters  taken  down  by  the  Public  Relations  Committee,  will  be 
held  in  the  S.G.A.  office  for  one  week  only,  after  that,  they  will 
become  the  property  of  S.G.A.

College:  A  waste  at  any  price?

(CPS)— There  was  a  time  when  going  to  college  was  an  honor, 
a  promising  sign,  a  good  omen  for  the  future.  Jobs  were  plentiful 
for  the  upwardly  mobile.  College-educated  people  were  thought 
to  be  bound  for  a  better  world,  armed  with  the  ability  to  think  and 
analyze  that  they  had  acquired  in  college.  If  everyone  were 
college  educated,  many  people  thought,  the  world  be  a  better 
place  to  live. 

But  Caroline  Bird,  author  of  the  controversial  book  THE  CASE 
AGAINST  COLLEGE,  and  a  college  graduate  herself,  argues  that 
these  were  just  society's  myths  during  the  education  boom  of  the 
late  fifties  and  sixties.  The  space  race  with  Russia  was  in 
progress  and  mass  higher  education  seemed  to  be  the  hope  of  the 
future.  But  statistics  in  the  early  seventies  show  that  many 
college  graduates  are  working  in  factories,  driving  cabs  or 
waiting  on  tables.  It  is  not  only  the  shortage  of  jobs  which  have 
driven  the  well-educated  into  manual  labor,  Bird  claims.  It  has 
also  become  apparent  to  some  that  college  graduates  are  not  the 
invaluable  commodity  they  once  were  thought  to  be. 

Why  then,  Bird  wonders  rhetorically,  are  so  many  young 
people  still  flocking  to  college,  knowing  that  four  years  of  training 
won't  insure  tham  a  job  in  their  fields?  It  is  partly  the  religion  of 
the  liberal  arts  education,  Bird  concludes.  A  body  of  worship  has 
come  to  surround  the  liberally  educated  person.  No  one  dares  to 
propose  that  better  and  more  useful  learning  can  be  obtained 
outside  the  university  walls.  The  ideal  Renaissance-style  liberal 
education  is  an  unquestioned  good. 

But  Bird  suggests  that  learning  outside  the  university  would  be 
a  better  choice  for  as  many  as  a  third  of  the  students  now  in 
college  who  came  to  get  away  from  home,  to  be  independent 
without  really  cutting  off  all  ties  or  just  to  pass  four  years  without 
having  to  take  an  unpromising  job.

'Space:  1999'  (Tuesday,  8 
p.m.  on  channel  5)  is  a  science 
fiction  tale  about  a  group  of 
people  on  the  moon.

THE  OTHER  SIDE  OF  MID- 
NIGHT

'The  Other  Side  of  Midnight' 
by  Sidney  Sheldon  (Dell, 
81.75)  is  one  of  the  most 
engrossing  books  I  have  ever 
read. 

The  story  is  set  around  World 
War  II.  It  consists  of  two 
separate  stories,  the  lives  of 
Catherine,  an  American,  and 
Noelle,  a  French  girl.  At  first 
the  stories  are  completely 
different,  but  later  on  their  two 
lives  become  intertwined. 

Many   of  the   people   in   the 


novel  are  concerned  with  being 
able  to  manipulate  other 
people,  especially  Noelle  and 
Constantin  Demiris,  a  power- 
ful and  feared  Greek  shipping 
tycoon.  They  use  the  people 
around  them  to  reach  their 
own  aims,  like  a  chess  player 
sacrifices  a  pawn  to  protect  his 
king. 

The  book  is  completely 
absorbing.  The  suspense,  in- 
tricate plot  twists,  and  the 
completely  unexpected  ending 
mark  Sidney  Sheldon  as  a 
great  novelist. 

I  would  recommend  this  book 
to  anyone  who  enjoys  a  story 
that  is  part  mystery,  part 
suspense,  and  totally  enter- 
taining.

Tom  Rush 
in  concert

Despite  long  delays  because  of  a  faulty  sound  system,  the  Tom 
Rush  concert  held  at  Weston  Auditorium  on  September  23  was 
everything  one  would  expect  from  such  a  gifted  performer. 

Bill  Gabell  opened  the  show,  but  it  was  soon  held  up  again 
because  of  a  broken  guitar  string.  His  rapport  with  the  audience 
was  excellent,  in  spite  of  some  obvious  hostility  over  the  delay. 

One  of  his  songs,  'Over  the  Ocean',  was  very  well  received; 
some  of  the  people  there  remembered  it  from  when  Gabell  played 
at  Fitchburg  before.  He  showed  his  excellence  as  a  guitarist  in  his 
encore  'Mr.  Bojangles',  but  most  of  the  emotionalism  that  he  put 
into  the  song  was  lost  on  the  audience,  which  was  anxious  to  hear 
Tom  Rush.

The  back-up  consisted  of:  Dean  Adrian,  rhythm  guitar  and 
bongos;  Rich  Adlenian,  drums;  Lee  Fox,  bass  guitar;  and  Eric 
Lilljquist,  lead  guitar.

One  advantage  of  the 
coin-operated  machines,

At  the  end  of  the  concert,  Tom  Rush  received  two  standing 
ovations,  he  responded  by  playing  'Child's  Song',  another  old 
favorite. 

After  the  concert,  I  was  able  to  talk  with  Tom  Rush  for  a  few 
minutes.  He  was  easy  to  talk  to,  laughingly  told  me  that  he  is 
'very  modest'  and  refused  to  tell  me  his  age.  Oh  well. 

He  is  originally  from  New  Hampshire,  and  studied  marine 
biology  at  Harvard.  He  started  singing  in  Boston  clubs  and  left 
biology  behind  in  the  early  60's.  When  1  mentioned  that  I  knew 
an  aspiring  biologist,  he  told  me  to  tell  her  to  'keep  out  of  coffee 
houses'. 

He  also  apologized  for  the  sound  system,  which  was  his  own. 
He  remarked  that  the  people  were  very  patient  and 
understanding  through  the  many  attempts  to  straighten  it  out. 

During  the  concert,  he  was  asked  several  times  to  play 
'Rockport  Sunday'.  When  I  asked  why  he  didn't,  he  said  that  the 
drummer  with  him  now  is  new,  and  doesn't  know  'No  Regrets' 
which  he  always  goes  into  right  after  'Rockport  Sunday'. 

Tom  Rush  has  recorded  with  both  Columbia  and  Elektra.  His 
new  album,  'Ladies  Love  Outlaws',  is  on  the  Columbia  label.  He 
is  currently  doing  a  series  of  concerts  on  the  East  coast,  ending  in 
Texas  just  before  Christmas.
